To ſpeake generally of 
a] ſorts of _—— iofliting wounds, 
if they ſticke in but ſuperficially, 
and haue not perſed or Co a- 
nyc great veines, then are they to 
bee drawen out , the ſame waye 
they went in, Asallo it falleth out 
ſometime , ecuen in thoſe that lye 
dcepe: to wit, when manifeſt daun- 
ger, eyther through loſle of bloud, 
or conſent of ſome principall 
partes, is foreſpyed likelie to fall 
out, through the opening of the 
contrarice fide.
